5eil know the atrocious adlions o f which 
our enemy is capable. 


T h e three French Plenipotentiaries at the 
Congrefs o f Raftadt, having received from 
tfeeirgovernment poiitive orders not to leave 
it till the laft extremity, determined at all 
hazards to prolong their ftay, in fpite o f the 
repeated inftances made them to quit a place 
w h e ie their prefence was obviouily ufelefs, 
and where their perfonal fafety might be e n ­ 
dangered by the movement o f the armies— 
and particularly on account o f the 
hatred 
masifefted againft them by the country peo­ 
ple. 
N o th in g could overcome their obftina- 
cy, and they coKtinued to tire us by notes 
and protefts full of infoience and calumny 
againfl his M ajefty the Emperor and K i n g, 
until the 28th o f the prefent month, when I 
caufed it to be iignifiedto them, agreeable to 
orders from your Royal Highnel's, that they 
were to leave the territovy o f the army in tbe 
space o f tnventy-faiir hours. 
M y letter was 
fent them at 7 o ’clock in the evening— they 
were ready, and wiflied to go at 9. 
T h e 
gates of the town v/ere already ihut. T h e y 
were begged to ftay till nej:t moniing ; and 
it was rcprcfented to therii, that it would be 
dangerous to travel at midnight on a road 
covered with armed pealants, and in a coun­ 
try where the cruclities conii’-iitied by the 
French were {till too recent to be forgotten : 
T h e y perfifted. 
I then oflti ed an efcort— 
Tv/o of them Roberjot 2i\\<X Bcnyiier^ thought 
it beft to accept the offer ; but the third, 
Jean Debry, opposed it violently.
